United States exporters of lumber Hill will be 
in an advantageous position in regard to their trade 
with the Antipodes. Many millions of dollars have 
been sunk in mail subsidies to shipping lines, which, 
of course, have carried very little mail, but very large 
quantities of lumber, to the southern Dominions. It 
is to be hoped, howevef, that at no dbtant date 
Canada will be able to. persuade Australia to gne our 
lumber a preference under the existing Canadian- 
Australian treaty. In that case our exporters would 
have the advantage over our neighbors. But such 
a concession would hardly be given unless thb country 
signified its willingness to reciprocate. 

For the time being, however, it b gratifying to 
note that thb shipping service now b an accomplbhed 
fact. We presume the Chamber of Commerce will 
see that fitting ceremonials are carried out with the 
departure from thb port of the Orient Gty.

Led by a handful of fren¬ 
zied ' agitators the anti-Semites raided the town 
of Kishenof. Death and destruction were their 
objectives. They stole nothing to take away.

I f A VOTE were token in Viclorio to decide 
who n the greatest philanthropist in the 
Province of British Columbia there is 
little doubt that at the top of the poll 
would stand the name of Fred Landsberg. an 
Orthodox Jew. who in his early life in Russia 
saw enough of the horrors of persecution and 
massacre of the members of his race to justify 
the iron entering his soul to embitter him 
against every Gentile in the world. 

LIKE A BOOK OF ADVENTURE 

Instead one finds the most tolerant man it 
is possible to picture. The jrears have dealt 
kindly with him. He is sixty-nine years of age. 
and although his life has been as crowded with 
experiences as a book of adventure he is to-day 
an alert, active man with bis silver grey hair 
the only indication of advancing years. A 
shadow of sadness darkens bu face as he re¬ 
calls the tragedies of three horrible massacres 
which he witnessed as a boy in Russia, but al¬ 
though h* retains a graphic mental picture of

BY CARAVANS TO THE FAIRS 

Hu business life brought him m contact 
with the house of Brodskey. whose business em¬ 
braced manufacturing, wholesaling and retail¬ 
ing. Much of the business at that time in Rus¬ 
sia was done through fairs. Small merchants 
could not afford to travel to the big houses to 
buy so the houses traveled to him. Merchants 
loaded their wares on caravans and traveled to 
the fairs which were held in large government- 
owned buildings. The caravans would be days 
on the roads and the fail' would last lor two 
or three weeks. Merchants would flock to the 
fairs from a radius of forty to fifty miles and 
the scene provided a wonderful background for 
the boy anxious for a commercial carter. This 
exciting life occupied him for five yean, end 
because of his trustworthiness and busi n ert abil¬ 
ity he made rapid rtrides. 

A HUMAN BANK 

There were no banks and banking facili¬ 
ties in those days. When he was fourteen years 
of age he wet made the walking bank for his 
firm.

HIS FIRST JOB HERE

Johnson Street at that time was the best 
retail street in the city, and it was here, with a 
partner that Mr. Landsberg purchased a store 
selling a Wide variety of articles end doing a 
big business with sealers, sailors, Indians and 
hall breeds. Saloons aad restaurants were open 
all night in those days. Though the population 
was small die city was a hire of activity. A 
dime was called a bit and was the smallest coin 
m circulation. People were sensitive about pre¬ 
renting such a sma'I coin in payment of any¬ 
thing and usually tendered a quarter. They 
received ten cents in change—another bat. The — 
live-cent margin was ignored. 

TRADED WITH INDIANS 

Selling shawls, blankets, handkerchiefs, 
braces and many articles appealing to the In¬ 
dians the store developed into the business of 
trading with the Indian for Indian-made goods. 
Within a lew months the partners opened sat- “ 
other branch in Victoria which waa soon fol¬ 
lowed with another in Vancouver. Between 
1685 and 1892 they accumulated a stock of 
Indian curios valued at $20,000. The part¬ 
ners separated with one taking the curios as hA 
share and the other the other assets, liabilities 
and stock. Business slumped in Vancouver, 
and the branch there was closed. The curioe 
were taken as a collection to the World's Fair 
in Chicago but found no purchaser. People 
doubted them being genuine. 

LANDSBERC S FREE MUSEUM 

Mr. Landsberg continued to collect Indian 
goods in trade for merchandise and built up a 
valuable collection. He had a showroom 
which was known as Lsndsberg'i Free Museum 
and was- one of the eights of the city. He 
learned to talk to the Indians in their owe 
tongue and still does so fluently. The Indiana 
•t that lime were far diff erent from those of 
to-day. The only clothes they wore were' 
blankets secured by a safety pin. Any money - 
an Indian had was tied m a bag arouad his 
thigh. 

A VISIT FROM JOHN -

Mr. Landsberg recalls the Earl of Aber¬ 
deen among his customers. He also recalls an 
interesting deal with Johnny Walker of Johnny 
Walker whisky fame. Business at that time 
was. slack. It had been several days since * 
dollar had passed over the- - ampler- when 
Johnny breezed into the store. He ' was 
dressed more like s logger than s man ol wealth. 

I. and in chatting with the proprietor of the store 
inquired about business. Mr. Landsberg ad¬ 
mitted it was slack and the wealthy purchaser 
remarked that then some of the curios should 
sell cheap. In spite of slack bustAas die pro¬ 
prietor stuck to his principle of one price only 
and that the price at which the goods were 
tagged, and although the wealthy distiller tried 
hard for a bargain the heavy purchases be 
made were all at the original price. 

BECAME REALTOR 

It was in 1907 that he went into the real 
estate business and has remained in it since. Ho 
has figured in many big sales. In oae month. 
June, 1911, he sold $680,000 worth of real 
estate. Many of the most valuable blocks in 
the city have been sold by him and some of 
the clients who were on his books wfwn Im 
opened his office are still on his books to-day. 

His charitable work covers a very wide 
range and occupies a great deal of hit time. At 
the beginning of the war tie was one of fht 
workers of the Red Cross end has been an of¬ 
ficer ever since.

We bavq thus traced the natural history of 
the Haddington Island rock and have ssen that 
it U a “living rock." born of the earth’s fervent 
heat, and not a mere conglomeration of particles 
mixed in their origin and mechanically related. 
And It possess qualities such as befit s rock with- 
auch an origin: Beauty, durability, capacity for 
receiving and preserving chiselled forms. Of each 
of these our Parliament Buildings are evtdsncss. 
Much of their attractiveness is due to the delicate 
tinting of the atone and lu weathering. IU dura¬ 
bility la Indeed only to be deduced from s com¬ 
paratively short experience, but when we see the 
fate of some other stones, with tbetr spalling add 
cracking, we can sse how wqil the dsells has 
withstood the attacks of the weather and how free 
It te from Internal rebellion- Aa for Its response

T HE OTHER day s Vancouver dispatch mut¬ 
ing to the recent litigation about the 
Haddington Island quarry spoke of IU 
product as a “sandstone." For anything 
I know to the contrary this may be a “trade 
name" for It. but It Is just ss defensible and no 
mors ss the calling of Douglas fir “Oregon pine" 
or any one of ths other twenty names our tree 
goes under There era always those who would 
aay with Juliet: 


The first question Is what U "sandstone ?” for 
without some definition of that It Is not possible 
to show that the Haddington Island rock is not 
Jthat particular kind of material. “Sandstone" 
Is the name given by universal and long-estab¬ 
lished agreement to rock formed of sand cemented 
together byiron oxide, carbons te of lime, silica, 
or even day. The particles of sand may consist 
almost entirely of one mineral, such as quarts 
or felspar, or of minuU particles of qm kind of 
rock aa in ths basaltic sandstone at Alton Heed, 
or It may consist of various miners is la differing 
proportions with or without rock particles. 
Various names have been used to distinguish 
such sandstones. The Important thing to remem¬ 
ber Is that in sandstone there is a combination 
of individual particles derived fpm older rocks 
and shaped, by water (or wind in some InaUncee) 
and that these particle*, although bound together,

Vancouver has shown its appreciation of the 
stone s qualities more than VlctorU.

Of all the building 
materials on our coast it Is easily first when we 
consider the three qualities I have mentioned. 
Some granites are in their way ...ore handsome 
and at least ss durable, but they do not lend 
themselves to ths work of the chisel in anything 
Ilka the same degree. Marble is softer and far 
less durabls out-of-doors In such a climate aa 
ours, aw a walk through any cemetery will show. 
The various sandstones have varying degees of 
durability, as ons would sxpect from their mode 
of formation, and none can compete with’s “liv¬ 
ing rock" of the composition of our daette. Their 
colors may not be unpleasing and they art as a 
rule easy to work, but ouslde the weather quickly 
coarsens any carved surface. 


The 1' volcanic period on Vancouver fsi and 
began iu v-e early Tertiary.

There is. however, a substantial excuse for the 
error about Haddington Island rock. I have 
stated it some time ago. but tt is worth repeating 
for reasons 1 shall show' later. The first reason Is 
that Dr. Dawson, who mads the first geological 
visit to Haddington Island, described the rock 
through inadvertence or a too hasty examination 
as “mndstone" and his description still stands In 
the early reports on this coast, as well as on a 
map as late ss 1938. If Dr Daemon erred there 
Is s perfectly good excuse for others erring to bis 
company. Happily the error has been corrected, 
but as is usually the casa in life the correction 
has not gained the publicity of the error. Priority 
gives Immense advantage.

I cannot put my hand on the place, but Rud¬ 
kin has. somewhere, a passage about tbe quarry- 
men’s title of "living rock" for rock in IU orig¬ 
inal condition and therefore as distinguished from 
broken-down and recemented rocks like sand¬ 
stones and mudstones or shales. It Is an excel¬ 
lent and fundamental distinction. The unity of 
ths "living rock" Is real: IU various particles have 
phared the same fiery tribulations and cohere as 
members of each other.

specks are chiefly crystals of magnetic iron, and 
they are distributed over s surface which shows 
large numbers of small lath-shaped crystals often 
grouped together In fan-like bundles. Between 
these is a very fine-grained ground with little 
patches of a brownish mineral which occasionally 
shows crystal outline and la hornblende. The 
latter explain some or the dark spots seen with 
the naked eye and giving the rock Its porphyrttic 
character. The others turn out to be crystals of 


It la not to be Pondered at. then, that the 
Haddington Island quarry has been thought 
worth fighting for. and I only hope that all who 
are Interested in handsome and permanent build¬ 
ings may remember that It is not a sandstone, 
but a volcanic rock, primitively crystalline. Ita 
name, "dacite." I may addrts pronounced with the 
"a" long aa in “face." 


The lavas were not even left undisturbed In 
their position, as the Haddington Island quarry 
bears witness. Forces operating from ths north¬ 
east compressed the Cretaceous sediments and ths 
Tertiary lavas into dose folds so close.
